The report character­ 
ized the Am erican Book company at 
being in the same category with the 
United States Steel corporation, Stand­ 
ard Oil company, American Packing 
company and International Harvester 
company. 
The award of the contract 
for furnishing M aury’s geography had 
been given to this company and held 
up pending this investigation, the gov­ 
ernor declining to sign the contract. 
Mr. Lightfoot alleges thct out of a to­ 
tal of 3,289 publications the American 
Book company controls 2,"'K) of them.

Steadily the haul is made, band over 
baud, until a helpless albatross is bodi­ 
ly iff ted on to the poop in an absolute­ 
ly uninjured condition.
